There is in Borne a low, ram- 
bling building one story high 
known u the CapnchUn Monas- 
tery. Fart of this building opens 
on a stable court, through which 
one moat paaa for admittance to 
the old burial-place of the monk a. 
Thertj are eight rooms of bones. 
The earth on the ground was 
brought from Jerusalem, and 
your gnide (who is one of the 
brotherhood) will inform yon 
that dead bodies tarn to skele- 
tons a great deal quicker in this 
earth than is any other. When 
any one ol the order dies he ia 
immediately buried in one of 
these rooms, with a tiny wooden 
cross, black with age, placed at 
bis head. On the cross will 
sometimes be pinned the dates of 
birth and death, and aome times 
a little sketch of the life ol the 
deceased. If the brother were 
an abbot hie body is more ten- 
derly treated than the others, for 
after a certain length of time the 
skeleton is dug up, and if that of 
a common monk, the bones are 
wrenched apart and used for 
decorating* One side of each 
room ia a passage way railed off 
from the other part, and leading 
Straight through all of the rooms. 
In this passage hang temps made 
ot skulls with a candle inside, or 
perhaps some bones made into a 
sort of pig-sty. On the other 
side of the room from the part 
railed off, and directly in the 
centre, is bnilt an altar with 
crosses and candelabra made ot 
bones, and all around the eidea 
of the room are piled the akulln 
and bones of the departed breth- 
ren, fixed ao as to leave an arched 
niche about every two feet. It 
ought, perhaps, to make one feel 
very pleasant to see so many 
grinning countenances, but, 
atrange to say, most visitors feel 
like running away. lu the niches 
all around the wall are placed the 
skeletons of the abbots dressed 
in the robe and cowl, with a 
rope tied round the waist. Some 
of them have long beards and 
lean on a staff. The ceilings are 
adorned in designs both curious 
and interesting, with the small 
bones of the body. In the cen- 
tre in hung a lamp like those in 
the passage, and around this 
lamp ia made a centre-piece. 
There are several quite elaborate 
borders in aome of the rooms. 
This arrangement is quite an- 
cient, because no one baa been 
buried here since the law forbid- 
ding interment within the city 
walls. — Bailie Ernst Worrat, in 
New York Observer. 


The Liquor Trade in Africa. 

A painfully interesting report 
is made of an investigation con- 
ducted under the direction often 
missionary societies, into the ex- 
tent ol the liqaor trade in Africa. 
These figures are given as the re- 
sult of the inquiry into the busi- 
ness of a year. There was ex- 
ported of spirits by Great Brit- 
ain, 1884, 602,328 gallons ; Ger- 
many, 1884, 7,186,268 gallons; 
United States, 1884, 921,412 gal- 
lons ; Portugal, 1882, 91,624 gal- 
lons. Total, 8,751,627 gallons, 
valued at nearly £4,600,000. If 
these fig urea represented the 
consumption of alcoholic drinks, 
it would be a sad omen for that 
continent. The "Dark Conti- 
nent" would he enveloped in 
denser darkness. "But the crav- 
ing created for the drinking of 
spirits," says the London Free- 
man, "leads to demand, which 
again creates an increased supply 


of spir^ta produced in Africa. 
Aa in China the opium trade has 
led to the cultivation of the 
poppy, ao, on the 'Dark Conti- 
nent,' the traffic in strqng drink 
necessarily leads to the native 
manufactureofin to x i can ts. The 
result is that drunkenness is 
spreading, and added to canni- 
balism and polygamy, and the 
other vices of heathenism, the 
last state of the savage is, con- 
sequently, worse than the first. 
A striking illustration ot this is 
seen in the appeal of the Mo- 
hammedan Emir Malikeof Nupe 
to Bishop Crowther. lie says of 
barasa, rum or gin, 'It has ruined 
our country; it has mined our 
people very much; it has made 
our people become mad. I have 
a law that no one dares to buy 
or tell it ; and any one who is 
found selling it, his house ia to 
be eaten up (plundered); any 
one lonnd drunk will be killed.' 
Tbia is a stringent liquor law. 
It is pitiful to find this native 
chief saying, 'We all beg that he 
(the Bishop) should beg the great 
priests (the Committee of the C. 
M. S.) that they should beg the 
English Queen to prevent bring- 
ing barasa into this land.' " — 
Watchman. 


Cigarette Smoking. 

A law has gone into effect in 
Illinois forbidding the sale of 
cigarettes to boys under sixteen 
years of age. Medical testimony 
as to the eflect of cigarette smok- 
ing is all of one kind — unquali- 
fiedly against the practice. Dr. 
William A. Hammond, of New 
York, says : "Everybody knows 
that excessive smoking will stunt 
the growth ot the young and sow 
the seeds of diseases which will 
develop in later years. Cigar- 
ettes only drop the seeds a little 
raster. If a boy begins to smoke 
a great deal early in life yon may 
be sure he will never become an 
intellectual Saul, as the effect*, on 
his body will by affinity reach 
his mind ; he will lose energy 
and Bteadineas of purpose and 
will become a vacillating, weak 
man, unfitted for the struggle ol 
life. Cigarette smoking ia like 
wtiiakey -drinking ; the appetite 
for it increases juBt in proportion 
as the body becomes unable to 
bear it." Dr. Shrady, who at 
tended General Grant during his 
last illness, say a : "Cigarette 
smoking induces a condition ol 
the heart and digestive organs 
which may cause death at any 
time. The effect may not be 
noticeable for years in a man, 
bnt it is not long in making its 
appearance in a boy." Dr. 
Loo mis says he regards the ci- 
garette as a dangerous article, 
since its moderate use generally 
degenerates into oxceis. Yet 
according to internal revenue 
statistics there were 1,684,506,200 
cigarette manufactured in this 
country last year, 278,548,860 
more than in the preceding year, 
— New York Observer. 


Temperance. 

The subject of temperance » 
attracting increased attention in 
all parte of the country, and it 
must continue to be a burning 
question as long as drink is such 
a terrible curse in the community. 
In TexaB we are told that a State 
prohibition barbecue was attend- 
ed by a concourse of no less than 
16,000 people at Fort Worth, 
June 80th, St. Lonis, for the 
first time in thirty years, had a 
"dry" Sunday recently, the law 
being enforced against saloons, 


beer gardens, hotel bars and base 
ball clubs. This, we presume, 
meana that all these are forbid- 
den on the Lord's Day by statue, 
but that the law has beea a dead 
letter. The Michigan Legisla- 
ture, which has just adjourned, 
made an advance in temperance 
legislation, providing for local 
option by counties, and, even in 
counties ■ here prohibition is not 
adopted of making it a breach of 
the peace to keep a saloon open 
on Sunday, or after eleven at 
night on any day. The tax ia 
also increased to $500, and drug- 
gists are put under close restric- 
tion, while officers may close 
peremptorily all saloons violating 
certain provisions of the law. —

Modern Jerusalem. 
It is quite common to see ac- 
counts of the remarkable growth 
of Jerusalem, — the great in- 
crease of population during the 
past ten to twenty years, — and 
there are those who see in it the 
fulfillment of those prophecies 
which seem to teach that the 
city is to return to her former 
splendor and greatness. But 
Rev. Selah Merrill, D.D., recent- 
ly consul at Jerusalem, who is 
more familiar with the city than 
any other American, says that 
the growth does not indicate any 
increase of wealth or enterprise 
on the part of the people, any im- 
provement in the agricultural or 
commercial interests of the 
country. On the other hand, the 
people of Jerusalem and of Pal- 
estine are getting poorer rather 
than richer. The new buildings 
in or near the ancient city are 
erected principally or entirely 
by foreigners, as hospitals or 
convents, or asylums for the 
devout ; and the improvement in 
the condition of the people as a 
whole ia purely imaginary. By 
one who has visited the "Holy 
City" these statements are eaaity 
understood. — Journal and Mes- 
senger.
